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PREFACE 

Non-formal education as an alternative strategy for educating 
out-of-school children is almost two decades old in our country. 

Consequently a large number of these out-of-school children 
have been getting admission in non-formal education centres 
and passing class V/VIII examinations from these centres. Among 
these children* there are scheduled caste children who have 
passed these examinations 0 

The questions that have often been asked are. What do these 
scheduled caste children do after passing out from the NFE centres? 
Whether they continue their studies further or acquire some skilled 
or unskilled jobs* or engage themselves in household work or just 
sit idle and lapse into illiteracy? 

These few questions gave birth to the idea of conducting 

a study to 1) trace out such NFE passed out scheduled caste 
children and to see as to what they were doing after passing 
class VAIII examinations and ii) to know as to what extent 
non-formal education has proved beneficial to them in their 
everyday life. This Report focuses on these issues, 

Madhya pradesh being one of the States with the oldest of 
the NFE programmes* it has been selected for the study. The study 
has been conducted in eight districts of the State namely- Indore* 
Ujjain* Shajapur* Bhopal, Gwalior, Bhind, Raipur, and Datia.

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CHAPTER 1 


INTRODUCTION 


The Study* - 

Non-Formal Education as a centrally sponsored scheme 
has been launched by the Government of India since 1979 as an 
alternative strategy for providing access to education to c hildren, 
who for various reasons, could not attend formal schools* The 
scheduled caste children form an important- segment of such 
children who for various reasons cannot often attend formal 
schools at all or if at all they attend, many of them drop out 
from these schools at one or the other level of elementary education 
either during the primary stage or during the upper primary 
stage* In order to meet the need of such children including 
scheduled caste children non-formal education has been considered

as- flexible programme of education f6r school drop-outs and 
non-school going children* Consequently nton-formal (education 
centres have been opened in many states of India to educate 
these children* 

In order to make the NFE scheme function more effectbvdy 
a rethinking was done and non-formal education was brought under 
the projeetdsation scheme* Under this scheme each NFE project 
com.prised one hundred non-formal education centres in a 
specific and administrative area. These one hundred centres 
have been put under the charge of a non-formal e3ucation 
functionary called Project Officer* The Project Officer had 
ten supervisers ( One superviser for every ten NFE centres ) and 
one hundred NFE Instructors with one instructor for each NFE 
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A review of available literature on non-formal education 
till date did not revdal any such study whereby an attempt 
bad been made to know the extent* whereabouts* efficacy 
and utilisation of NFE by the students in their everyday 
lives* Therefore* the absence of such an attempt all the 
more necessitated undertaking of such a tracer study* 

Alms and Objectives* - 

The study aims at tracing out the NFE passed out 
scheduled caste students and seeing the trend of utilisation 
of non-formal education by them in their everyday lives* 

The study has the following objectives in view* 

(i) To trace the thereabouts of NFE passed out 
scheduled caste Children* 

(ii) to see the extent and efficacy of NFE in 

bringing out-of-school scheduled caste children 
into the main stream of education, 

(ill) to see the utilisation of NFE by the scheduled 
^ caste children in their everyday lives to 
become socially useful members of society* 

Area of Studv =- 

Madhya Pradesh is one of the educationally backward 
states where the NFE scheme was started as early as 1974* 

Since 1988 i*e<> the start of the scheme of projectisatlon 
the state has been running as many as 29000 NFE centres 
although the latest reported figure goes as high as 34000 
NFE centres* It is because of the long standing of NFE 
scheme in the state and a large number of NFE centres running 
thene that the state has been chosen for the study*

Eight districts with majority of scheduled caste population 
and having scheduled caste enrolment in the NFE centres were 
selected for the.study. These districts were Indore, Ujjain, 

Shajapur, Bhopal, Gwalior, Bhind,Raipur and Datia of the State. 

Sample i- 

Five NFE centres (both primary and upper primary) which 
were operating for the last five years i.e, 1990 to 1994 were 
sampled in each of the eight districts mentioned, out of these 
five centres there were primary level centres as well as upper primaryj 
level centres in each district depending upon available scheduled 
caste enrolment in the centres. In Bhopal district, however, 
only 4 centres with scheduled caste enrolment were available. 

Hence in,total sample there were 4o NFE centres 31 primary and 
9 upper primary centres in all the selected eight districts of the 
state. In Raipur there were two upper primary centres having 
primary centres in them with scheduled caste enrolment so they were 
counted as two primary and two upper primary centres. The break up 
of centres districtwlse is given in Table No.1.1 

Methodology ,, 

i(i) A schedule was framed to elicit the necessary quantitative 
and qualitative information from the instructors of the 
NFE centres. 

(ii) A questionnaire was prepared to elicit information from 
the available NFE passed, out scheduled caste students, 

(ill) A questionnaire was prepared to get information from 
the parents of the available NFE passed out 
scheduled caste students. 
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Civ) Eight Field Investigators lone in each district) were 
appointed on. honorarlun basis to conduct the field work 
in the selected eight districts namely, Indore, Ujjain, 
Shajapur, Bhopal, Gwalior, Bhind, Raipur and Datia. 

(v) The data were obtained from five non-formai Education centres 
(both Primary and Upper Primary) vhich were running for 
the last five years i*e° 1990 to 1994 in each districto 
Hence, the data from 40 noh-formai education centres 
(31 Primary + 9 Upper Primary) were collected from 

£he eight districts <> 

(Vi) The data were k gathered from each of the aforementioned 4 0 non- 
formal e!ducation centres through the NFE instructor of 
each NFE centre with the help of a schedule administered 
for the purpose* These data were based on five years 
records of the NFE passed out scheduled caste students 
from 1990 to 1994 available at each centre* 

(vii) The information was received from the instructor of each 
centre pertaining to the NFE passed out scheduled baste 
students (Whether continuing still or had discontinued the 
studies) in their respective villages from where they 
used to come to study in the NFE centre* 

(!VIII) The records of the NFE centres revealed that the total 

number of scheduled caste students who had passed either 

primary or upper primary examination from each centre 

during the period of five years would not be as mucho 

Therefore, it was decided to interview all the available 

scheduled caste students in their villages** There were 

in all 95 villages in all the eight districts from where 

the a cheduled caste Students used to come to study in

(IX) 
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The questionnaire prepared for intervievilng the NFE 
passed out scheduled caste students was administered 
among them after locating them in their respective 
villages. 

(X) The parents of the available students were also interviewed 
by administering among them the questionnaire prepared for 
the purpose. 

(XI) At certain places in the chapters scheduled caste students 

have been taken as experimental group and scheduled tribe, 

OBC (other backward classes) and general category students 

as controlled group the scheduled tribe population in the 
area studied was negligible. 

Status of Data 

Based on the above methodology the status of the data 
i.e. number of centres and villages covered by these centres, 
number of NFE instructors, students and parents interviewed has 
been depicted in Table No.l. The five years data (1990-94) taken 
from the 4o NFE centres pertaining to appeared and passed out 
students is given in Tables No. 1.2 and 1.3

It was found from the records of the non-formal education 
centres in the eight districts that during the period of five 
years 11990 to 1994 ) a total of 635 scheduled caste s tudents 
(464 boys+- 171 girls) appeared in class V and class Sill 
examinations* Out of these 497 scheduled caste students 
(366 boys + 131 girls) passed these examinations* 


These 497 passed out scheduled caste students were traced 
out in their villages in accordance with their addresses 
available in the records of the NFE centres* However, in actual 
situations only 430 of them were actually available in their 
respective villages* 


An attempt was made to know as to how many of these 430 
students had continued their studies further and how many of 
them had discontinued* It was found that out of these 430 


scheduled caste students as many as 283 i*e* 65*81 per cent 
were continuing their studies and 147 i*e* 34*19 per Cent had 
discontirndd after passing class V class VIII examinations 


from the NFE centres (Table No*2.

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When asked about the reasons for continuing the studies 
after passing class V or class VIII examination from the NFE 
centres the scheduled caste students put forth a variety of 
reasons*' Since each respondent gave more than one reason, the 
number of responses obtained exceeded the number of respondentein 
each district as well as the total respondents of the eight 
districts* Thus 283 scheduled caste students who had continued 
their studies further gave in all 423 responses* For the sake 
of analysis this number 1423) of responses given by the 
responding students has been taken into consideration instead 
of the number of respondents for calculating the percentage of 
responses in favour of individual reason® 

Based on the aforementioned criteria it was observed that 
out of the 423 responses obtained for all reasons for continuing 
studies 62 i*e* 14*66 per cent went in favour of continuing studies 
to get higher education and more knowledge# 30 i*e* 7*09 per cent 
were in favour of bringing social upliftment and social reforms 
at the national/ village level and helping others to become 
literate and good citizens through education*38 i*e* 8*98 per cent 
responses were in favour of continuing education to become 
administrators# doctors# engineers# technicians, police officers# 
advocates# sportsmen# teachers or nurses# 80 i*e* 18*90 per cent 
responses revealed that the students were continuing studies for 
gaining self confidence and improvement and social, educational 
and economic upliftment of the family to attain higher standard 
of living,? 59 i*e* 13*95 per cent revealed that the students 
were^.doing so due to self interest for continuing studies*

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12 i»e» 2°84 per cent responses revealed local availability of 
educational facilities and suitable timings of the NE’E centres 
as the reason, for continuing education* There were as many as 
95 i»e* 22»46 per cent responses in favour of contiruing education 
for joining some job or profession although no specific choice 
was expressed. 3 i *e* 0o7l per cent responses were in favour 
of continuing education because of being free from household 
work and 43 i«e» 10oi7 per cent in favour of conti ruing education 
because of interest and advice of teachers and parents for 
doing so« There was, however, one i*e° 0*>24 per cent response 
from a respodent who was handicapped and said that he was 
continuing his studies because education was going to help him 
in his life(TaJpile No.2,3)

Ih order to know about the perception of the scheduled @aste 
students regarding the levels upto which they should study 
to fulfil their objective of entering the profession of their 
choice as revealed in Table No* 5 a few more queries were made® 

They were asked the question regarding the class upto which they 
would like to continue their studies* Out of a total of 283 students 
3 i *e* 1*06 per cent wanted to continue their studies upto 
middle level that is class VIII* 53 i*e* 18*72 per cent wanted 
to study upto secondary (class Xi stage? 56 i*e* 19*78 per cent 
upto senior secondary (class XIX) stage* There were as many 
as 84 i*e« 29*57 of them who wanted to do graduation? 33 i*e« 

11*66 per cent wanted to do post-graduation ? 4 i*e* 1*41 per cent 


wanted to study upto Lt*B;i*e-l*76 per cent wanted to do MBES,3i’-e*l*06 
percent wanted to become engineers while one i«e*0*37 per cent vrantedto 


study upto Ph.D* level* Theri were,however ; 4l i*e* 13*93 per cent 
of them who expressed that the class upto which they would continue 


their studies depends upon theJ r own or their parents'wish

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The NFE passed out scheduled caste students were making 
use of the education they had obtained in the NFE centres and 
afterwards in a-variety of ways in their everyday life. This was 
revealed when a query was made from them as to in what way 
were they making use of the education obtained so far in their 
everyday life. All the 283 students who were continuing their 
education gave in all 355 responses* some giving one use of education* 
some giving two* some giving three and so on. The response analysis 
revealed that 68 i.e. 19.15 per cent responses were m favour of 
use of education in enabling them to become better equipped to 
deal with their financial condition and enhance their living standard. 
There were 102 i.e, 28,73 per cent responses pertaining to the 
use of education obtained so far in developing good reading and 
writing habits among the students* 7i.e. 1,97 per cent responses 
were towards utilising the education obtained in keeping their 
environment cleanj 181.e. 5.07 per cent responses revealed that education 
obtained so far had enabled the students to learn better manners 
and discipline • 32 i.e. 9*0l per cent responses revealed that 
as a result of education obtained so far the students had become' 
capable of doing any work or task in their everyday life satisfactorily. 
There were as many as 96 i.e. 27o05 per cent responses which 
revealed that due to the education obtained the students had become 
able to provide education to others. The aspect that the students 
had learnt to uphold value of education obtained 7 i.e. 1,97 per cent 
responses, 13 i.e, 3.66 per cent responses revealed that the students 
had developed enhanced self confidence t 0 do things in their day 
to day life, 3 i.e, o*85 per cent responses were from those students 
who had been able to join teaching profession because of the education 
obtained and 9 i.e. 2,54 per cent responses were from those students 
who were making use of education obtained in their agricultural 
occupation (jrable No. 2,5)

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It was revealed "by the response analysis that most scheduled 
caste students who passed out from the non~fcrmai education centres 
had studied In the f'ormal schools before joining the oon-formal 
education centres. Out of the 283 scheduled caste students who 
were continuing studies 178 had studied in the formal schools 
and had‘left the school at one level of education or the other. 

When these 178 students were asked about the reasons for joining 
NFE Centre after the school a number of reasons were put forth 
by them. 19 i.e. 10.67 per cent of them told that It was 
their poor economic condition that compelled them to leave the 
expensive school education and join the NFE Centres which suited 
them. 41 l.e. 23.o3 per cent of them revealed that they joined 
NFE Centre because they were not able to devote time for their 
education in school due to household work. For 34 i.e. 19,10 
per cent of them It was the liking for the teaching methodology 
used in the NFE Centres and encouragement given by the NFE instructor 
at the centre for learning. There were as many as 43 l.e. 24,16 
per cent who expressed that the reasons for joining the NFE Centre 
after leaving the school were free educational facilities and 
savingj adequacy and suitability of timings there. 32 ie. 17.98 
per cent expressed that it was due to the non-aval lability of 
formal school facility and school being at a far off distance 
that they left school and joined NFE oentre. 2 i.e. 1.13 per cent 
of them revealed that they passed the particular class at an early 
age so could not study in school and joined the NFE centre where 
they were admitted. Similarly one l.e. 0,66 per cent of them 
revealed that he was overage to study in school hence left it 
and joined the NFE centre. 6 i.e. 3.27 per cent students howeverj 
said that it was due to the poor studies in the school last attended 
that he left it and Joined NFE centre (Table No*2,6) 
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It has been mentioned earlier that out of a total of 430 
scheuled caste students who passed out from the non-formal education 
centres 283 were continuing their studies further whereas 147 
of than had discontinued the studies* These 147 students were 
interviewed with the objective to fcnow the educational levels at 
which they discontirued their studies* The response revealed that 
out of the 147 students 99 i*e* 67. 3,5 per cent hod discontinued 
their studies after passing class V examination from the NFE centres* 
13 i*e* 9*84 per cent after passing class VI; one i*e* 0*68 per cent 
after passing class VII? 33 i*e* 22*45 per cent after passing 
class VIII and there was one i*e* 0*68 per cent who discontinued 
after passing class IX (Table No. 2.7) 
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Figures in parentheses indicate-percentages. 
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When querj.es were made to know the reasons for discontinuing 
studies the students chose the reasons of their choice from among 
the five reasons given in the questional re. These reasons were 
child's unwillingness to study further* parents unwillingness 
in his/her further studies* economic camplusions; household or 
occupational work and non-aval lability of non-normal education 
centre to study further. Since Instances of students choosing 
more than ene reason-occurred in a number of cases the total 
number of responses obtained for all these reasons exceeded 
the number of respondents. Quantitatively it may be sajd that 
the total of 147 students discontinuing studies gave as. many 
as 227 responses for all the five reasons mentioned earlier, in 
terms of percentages out of the total 227 responses obtained for 
ail the five reasons 19 i.e, 8.37 per cent were in favour of 
child's unwillingness to study further, 9 i.e, 3.96 per cent in 
favour of parents 1 unwillingness in the further studies of 
their wards. Economic compulsions and household or occupational 
work of course secured as many as 74 i.e, 32,61 per cent and 
84 i.e, 37.00 per cent responses respectively revealing that 

these ware the two main reasons for discontinuation of studies 
by the students. There were however also as many as 41 i.e* 


18.06 per cent responses revealing non-availability of non^formal 


education centres as the reason for not studying further (Table N 0 & 8 )

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Having come to krow the reasons due to which the students 
discontinued their studies another ouery was ma^e from these 
non-±ormally educated students with the objective to find out the 
nature of activities in which they had engaged themselves after 
discontinuing their studies. The '"mery so made was a closed 
end one with four possible activities already mentioned in it although 
it was open for the respondents to mention any activity other 
than these favour in which they were engaged. The responses 
obtained however, revealed that the responding students did 
not confine themselves to the mentioned four activities only 
but also mentioned some others. Of course th e response varied 
because some of them indicated one, sane indicated two, three 
and even more .activities. The four activities given in the question 
were labour, job, business and agriculture* Tbe analysis 
revealed that 147 students who had discontinued studies gave 
in all 163 responses regarding the said four activities. The 
quantitative break up showed that out of the total of 163 responses 
68 i*e. 41*72 per cent responses revealed the engagement of the 
responding students in labour work* 6 i«e» 3.07 per cent in jcfo; 

3 i.e. 1.84 per cent in business and 26 i-e* 15*95 per cent in 
agricultural operations* 28 i*e* 17*18 per cent responses were 
in favour of household work and 13 i*e* 7*58 per cent in favour 
of cattle gracing. One i*e- 0.61 per cent responses was from 
a respondent who was a motor mechanic, another one i-e* 0.61 per cent 
from the one who was a milk vendo.ir and still another one i*e« 0*61 
per cent response wa s from a respondent who was a tailor. There 
were 17 i-e* 10*43 per cent responses from such respondents who 
said that they were doing nothing (Table No.2.9) 
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The non-formally educated scheduled caste students who managed 
to engage themselves in various kinds of activities after discontnuing 
their studies were able to earn some monthly income accrued from 
these activities* This was revealed When they were asked about the 
monthly income from the activities they were engaged in* Although 
not all the 147 respondents (who discontinued their studies) were 
able to express their monthly income yet the response from a majority 
of them was encouraging. The reason due to which some of them 
could not expose their income was that being engaged in activities 
which yielded Income in kind only and not in cash they could not 
put forth even the estimated cash income accrued from their outputs* 

It was revealed that out of the 147 respondents 82 i*e* 55*78 per cent 
could tell their monthly income while 65 i»e* 44*22 per cent- could not* 
Among those who could tell their income 3 i*e* 2*04 per cent were 
earning upto 50 rupees a month; 5 i*e* 3.40 per cent between rupees 
51-150; 10 i*e* 6*80 per cent between rupees 151-200; 39 i*e* 26*53 
per cent between rupees 201-400? 19 i*e* 12*93 per cent between 
rupees 401-600; 5 i*e* 3.40 per cent between 601-800 rupees and 
one i*e* 0*68 per cent was earning rupees 801-1000 a month revealing 
thereby that the levels of non-formal education upto which they had 
studied had enableAthem more or less to earn their lining (Table No*2Jo) 
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Figures in \ parentheses indicate percentages. 
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Although the sbhedul c as te students discontinued their 
studies due to the compelling reasons mentioned earlier a 
majority of them had every desire to study further even at 
this stage when they were engaged in various economic pursuits* 

A query that if given opportunity would they like to continue 
their studies brought to our knowledge their felt desire to study 
further* The analysis of responses revealed that out of a total 
of 147 scheduled caste students who had discontinued studies 
and joined various professions 85 i*e* 57.82 per cent were still 
desirous of continuing, studies while 62 i*e* 42*18 per cent did 
not want to study further even if opportunity is given to them

19 i*e* 22*35 per cent had the desire to study upto middle stage, 1

their studies they had become able to draw various benefits accrued 

to them from whatever education they received at the non-forraal 

education centres# This was revealed as a result of a query made 

to know the ways in which they were malting use of the education received 

at the Non-Formal Education centres in their dally life* A number 

of benefits and usages were put forth which have been categorised

writing letters for self and others due to the education received 
at the NFE centres* 45 i*e* 17*05 per cent responses revealed 
that the respondents had become able to malce others literate or 
encourage others to do so* 14 i*e* 5*30 per cent responses exposed 
that the education received at the NFE centres had made the respondents 
self confident, well mannered, aware of utility of time and able 
to maintain good social relations* 3 i*e* 1*14 per cent responses

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CHAPTER 3 

FAREIJTS 1 VIEVE ON THE EDUCATION OF CHILDREN 
PASSED OUT THROUGH NFE CENTRES 

The parents of the NFE passed out scheduled caste students 
were also interviewed to know their role in educating their children 
through the non-formal education centres and continuation or dis¬ 
continuation of their studies. A series of queries Were made from 
the parents. Numerically speaking 424 parents Were interviewed 
in the eight districts* The first query was made to know the reasons 
for educating their children at the non-formal education centre. 

There were quite a considerable number of double responses due to 
which the total number of responses exceeded the total number of 
respondents interviewed. Thus there were in all 565 responses obtained 
for all the reasons put forth by 4 64 parents* 37 i«e» 6o40 per cent 
responses were in favour of lack of school or lack of time for 
school as the reason for educating their children at the non-formal 
education centre* 56 i.e* 9.69 per cent responses revealed tha 
having done the domestic work it was convenient for the family to 
send their children to the NFE centre* 85 i.e. 14.70 per cent 
responses revealed that NFE time at the centre wag convenient for 
the students. 66 i.e* 11.42 per cent responses were from those who 
found supply of study material at the NFE centre free of cost 
so they educated their children at the NFE centre* 43 i.e* 7.44 
per cent responses revealed better report of the NFE instructor 
in the village as the reason? 166 i-e. 28 per cent responses 
revealed that since the parents were poverty stricken and found 
education at th e NFE centre tuition free so they prefered to educate 
their children at the NFE centre* There were however, 66 i.e* 

11*42 per cent responses revealing locating of NFE centre nearer 
the home as the reason for educating their childten at the non-formal 
education centre (Table No. 3,1). 
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Besides the reasons put forth by the parents earlier there 
were also some motivating factors due to which they initially 
admitted their children in the NFE centre* These factors 
included their contact with the NFE instructor, desire of the 
children to study at the NFE centre, pursuation from some in the 
village and self motivation to send the children to the centre 
for study* The frequency of response varied in each case when 
the query was made from them* Out of a total of 459 responses 
received from 424 parents 359 i*e* 73*21 per cent responses 
revealed contact of the parents with the NFE instructor as the 
motivating factor for sending their children to the NFE centre*

by the inclination of the children to study at the centre* 18 i*e* 
3.92 per cent responses were in favour of motivation through

The kind of help that the aforementioned 9 6 respondents 
rendered was revealed by their varying responses* In terms of 
percentages 43 i*e* 44.79 per cent of than said that they 
encouraged parents and villagers to make their children attend

STATUS OP NFE PASSED OUT SCHEDULED CASTE GIRIS 
IN THE STUDY 

In order to know the status of NFE passed out scheduled 
Caste girls in the study data pertaining to their performance in 
the examinations at the end of V/VIII class for the past five 
years (1990 - 94) was taken into account* Tie performance of 
Scheduled Caste girls of each of the eight districts was also 
seen in comparison to the performance of girls of other categories 
of population in these districts* These categories to specify 
were scheduled tribe, 0BCS(other backward classes) and general 
category and of course .scheduled c a stes» 


It was found from * years (1990 - 94) records of NFE centres 
that out of a total of 1550 students (both boys and girls) who 


appeared inV/VHI class examinations from the sampled NFE centres 
in all the eight districts under study 431 i*s» 27*81 per cent 
were girls belonging to all the aforementioned categories* Out 
of these 431 girls 171 i-e* 39*68 per cent were scheduled caste

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A look at the position of scheduled cas te students

Among 
these 497 there were 366 i.e. 73.64 per cent boys and 131 
l.e. 26.36 per cent were girls (Table No.O./i), 

Although there were 131 scheduled caste girls who 
had passed there were 106 of them who were actually available 
and interviewed In their villages during the study. Thus 
out of the'43o NFE passed out scheduled caste students 
Interviewed (as reported In Chapter 2) there were 324 i.e. 

75.35 per cent boys and lo6 l.e. 24.65 per cent girls. The 
Interviews with these 106 scheduled caste girls further revealed 
that 61 of them were still continuing their studies while 
45 of them had discontinued their studies after passing out 
from the non-formal education centres (Table No.’1.5).

In the preceeding pcqes we have analysed the responses 
given by those scheduled Caste girls who were continuing their 
studies* They were 61 in number out of the total of 106 
Scheduled paste girls interviewed. The rest 45 girls were those 
who had discontinued their studies ater passing out from the 
primary or upper primary non-forma! education centres* The respon¬ 
se. analysis that follows deals with the responses given by those 
45 girls to our queries made from them* 

The first query made was to know from them the reasons for 
discontinuing their studies* The responses, obtained comprised, 
child's unwillingness to study further, parents unwillingness, 
economic compulsions, household and occupational work, marriage 
factor, and non-availability of rion-formal education centre to 
study further* Due to the double or triple responses received 
from some of them the number of responses exceeded the number of 
respondents. Numerically speaking 58 responses for all the 
aforementioned reasonsweieobtained from 45 responding girls. 

In terms of percentage One i*e« 1*72 per cent responses pertained 
to the reason 'child's unwillingness to stu-’y further» 3 i»e* 

5*17 per cent responses were in favour of the reason 'parents 
unwillingness to continue their daughters' studies further* There 
were 14 i*e* 24*14 per cent responses that revealed economic 
compulsions as the reason and 32 i*e> 55*17 per cent responses 
that revealed household and occupational work as the reason for 
discontinuing their studies* Linked with these reasons was the 
response of one i«e* 1*73 per cent girls who said that she got 
married so discontinued her studies* Theie were, however, 

7 i*e* 12*07 per cent responses revealing that the girls discontim* 
ued their studies because of non-availability of Don-formal 
education centre in the area (Table No* 
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The forty five girl respondents were put to a subsequent

query that if given opportunity would they like to continue their 


studies at this stage* 25 i*e. 55*5 6 per cent girls replied in 
affirmative saying that they would like to continue their studies 
if given opportunity while 20 i*e* 44*44 per cent replied in negative 
even if they were given opportunity (Table No*4.l0). 
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Figures in parentheses indicate percentages. 

Queries were also made from the scheduled caste girls 

(who had discontinued their studies) to find out the ways in 
which they were making use of non-formal education received so 
far and the benefits accrued from it. A variety of responses 
was obtained from them. Some respondents gave one, some gave 
two, some gave three and even four ways in which they were making 
use of their education. The total number of responses exceeded 
the t6tai number of respondents because of multiple responses 
obtained. 
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The percentages, therefore, have been calculated out of 
the total number of responses and not the total number of 
respondents. Numerically speaking 45 girls gave in total 63 
responses regarding the ways in which they were making use of 
non-formal education obtained* In terms of percentage 17 i.e* 

2 6.98 per cent of the 63 responses revealed the use of non-formal 
education obtained bv the girls in the household activities 
by maintaining records and estimate of expenses* One l°e° 1°59 
per cent responses revealed tYut they were making use of 
education by keeping environment clean and had become aware of 
hyge-in and cleanliness* 7 i*e» 11*11 per cent responses revealed 
the use of non-formal education obtained by reading booksj 
14 i*e* 22°22 per cent by reading and writing letters for self 
and others and 14 i*e« 22*22 per cent did so by making others 

u 

literate encouraging them for doing so. There were 6 i*e* 

9*5 2 per cent responses from those who had become well mannered f 
self confident by the non-formal education obtained and had 
also learnt to make use of time and maintaia good social* . 
relations® 4 i»e° 6o35 per cent responses revealed that they 
had become capable of doing some work and better equipped to 
face economic hardship (Table No *4.12). In order to have 3 
comparative view Table No* 12 also depicts the responses of the 
boys who had discontinued their studies after passing cut from 
non-formal education centres* 
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CHAPTER 5 

SUMMARY WITH MAIN FINDINGS OF THE STUDY 

A retrospective view of the analysis of responses given by 
the respondents ( NFE instructors, scheduled caste students and 
their parents ) pertaining to different aspects of the status of 
NFE passed out scheduled caste students ( Both boys and girls ) 
enables us to put forth some important inferences as findings of 
the study* 

It has been found from the records of the NFE centres for 
the last 5 years ( 1990 to 1994 ) that a sizeable strength of 
scheduled caste children to the extent of 40*97 per cent l 29o94 
per cent boys + 11*03 per cent girls ) had studied at the 40 non- 
formal education centres selected in the eight districts namely, 
Indore, Ujjain, Shajapur, Bhopal, Gwalior, Bhind, Raipur and 
Datia and appeared in class V or Class VIII examinations from 
those centres* T he passed ones accordingly comprised 42*88 per cent 
girls* 

Taking students of other categories of the population in 
the area studied as the controlled group we have found that the 
percentage of scheduled caste students who appeared and passed 
out from those NFE centres was higher than other category students 
( Table No* 1 ). 

A greater number of NFE passed out scheduled caste students 
opted to continue their studies further while a less percentage 
opted to discontinue their studies after passing out from the 
non-formal education centres* Out of a total of 430 NFE passed 
out scheduled caste students 283 i*e* 65*81 per cent were found 
continuing their studies further while 147 i.e* 34*19 per cent 


had discontinued it 
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The NFE passed out scheduled caste students had opted to 
continue or discontinue their studies due to a number of reasons 
■which manifested their desires and aspirations* 


Taking into account the responses given by those who continued 
studies we may mention some of the reasons as under*- 


(a) To get higher education and more knowledge* to bring 

about social upliftment and social reforms at the village 
and national level* to get educated and help others to 
become literate and good citizens? and to become 
administrators# doctors, engineers, technicians, police 
offices, advocates, sportsmen, teachers and nurses or 
get any kind of job* 

lb) Some wanted to gain self confidence and bring about 
upliftment in the social,economic and educational con¬ 
dition of the family and achieve higher standard of 
living* 

(c) One of the important reasons for continuing their studies 
was locally available non-formal education centre and 
suitability of its timings to the convenience of the 
village folks to send children to the centre® 

(a) since household work has been a great hlnderance in the 
education of out-of-school children non-formal education 
has proved to be suitable for them because they could 
study at the non-formal education centres when they were 
free from their household work* 

(e) Proper motivation of parents and children by the hod- 
formal education instructor was an important factor for 
the scheduled caste children to get education through 
non-formal education centres* 

The study has revealed that the NFE passed out scheduled caste 
students' who discontinued their studies did so either due to their 
own unwillingness, parent's unwillingness, economic compulsions, 
household and occupational work or non—aval labi lity of non-formal 


education centres • 


It has also been found that the NFE passed out scheduled caste 
students who discontinued their studies usually got themselves 
engaged in activities like labour work, petty business, skilled 
or unskilled work, agricultural operations and household work* 
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The monthly Income accrued from these activities ranged between 
rupees 50 and rupees one thousand per month» 

Majority of the scheduled caste students (57.82 per cent) 
although they discontinued their studies due to the reasons 
mentioned expressed their desire for studying further if given 
opportunity* 

The findings of the study also reveal that among the 
scheduled caste students discontinuing studies as many a s 68.03 
per cent (50.34 per cent boys + 17.69 per cent girls) discontinued 
their studies after passing class v examination i*e« the primary 
stage and 21*77 per cent (15*65 per cent boys + 6.12 per cent girls) 
discontinued studies after passing class VIII examination i*e* 
upper primary stage of non-formal education* 

The study has revealed that whatever education the NFE passed 
out scheduled caste children received at the non-formal education 
centres it has enabled then to utilise it in their everyday lives to 
a considerable extent and accrue possible benefits from it* To 
mention, some of the usages and benefits of non-formal education 
they perceived are as under s- 

(a) They felt better equipped to deal with their economic 
hardship/financial conditions and enhance their living 
standard through the NFE they received* 

(b) They have developed good reading and writing habits due 
to the non-formal education received by them and utilise 
these habits in their everyday lives by reading books 

of various kinds, reading and writing letters for self 
and others* 

(c) They have learnt to keep their environment clean and 
have become aware of the advantages of hygeinic living 
by tbe education they received at the NFE centres* 

(d) They have learnt better manners and discipline and 
practise these in their everyday lives* 
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(e) They could now do any work or task in day to day life 
satisfactorily and with confidence® 

(f) They have become able to provide education to others 
by becoming teachers or NFE instructors® They could 

, now make others literate and encourage them to do so® 

($) They were making use of their non-formal education in 
agricultural occupation in everyday life by employing 
modern techniques and methods® 

(h) They have become able to obtain new information and 
knowledge through various sources after receiving 
non-formal education® 

(i) They have become able to use the non-formal education 
in their household activity by maintaining record/ 
estimates of expenditures* 

( JJ They have learnt to uphold values of jutice after ge tttng ©cheated. 

The study has showfl that a positive attitude of the parents 

of NFE passed out scheduled caste children towards the non-formal 
education centres has contributed a lot in their childrens 
education® They (parents) had developed the positive attitude as 
a result of good aspects they observed during the functioning 
of the centres^ These good aspects were'- 


la) it was convenient for them (parents) to send their 

children to NFE centre after they (children) .were free 
from the domestic work. Accordingly it was ai s o 
convenient for the children to devote time to study. 

(b) Supply of cost free teaching learning materials at the 
non-formal education centre to children and no demand 
of tuition fee. 

(c) Non-formal education provided better quality of education 
in less learning time® 

(d) Better rapport of NFE instructor in the village® 

(e) Location of NFE centre near the home. 


The study has revealed that a high percentage of parents 
(87.97/6) of NFE passed out scheduled caste children wanted to 
educate both sexes i»e» boys and girls. 
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The findings also reveal that the parents of NFE passed 
out scheduled caste children were ready to render any help in 
starting and proper functioning of the non-formal education centre 
in their villages* 

Another finding reveals that 56o70 per cent of the parents 
of NFE passed out children would prefer to continue the studies 
of their children through non-formal education centres* 

The study has revealed that the extent of appeared and 
passed out scheduled caste girls in the area studied is higher 
th&n the controlled group girls i»e. scheduled tribe, other 
backward classes and general category girls. The extent of those 
scheduled caste girls who appeared in classes VfJUI examinations 
was 39 . 68 per cent while of those who passed out was 41.07 per cent. 

It has also been revealed by the study that the percentage 
of appeared and passed out scheduled caste boys is much higher than 
that of the scheduled caste girls* The percentage of appeared 
ones comprised 73*07 per cent boys and 26.63 per cent girls while 
that of passed ones comprised 73 . 64 per cent boys and 26.36 per cent 

girls. 

An important finding is that there is a greater tendency 
among the scheduled caste girls to continue their studies after 
passing class VAHI examinations* In terms of percentages it has 
been revealed that of the total of 24. 65 per cent passed out 
scheduled caste girls 14-13 per cent were found continuing their 
studies while 10.47 per cent had discontinued their studies. 

Another important finding is that the scheduled caste girls 
discontinue their studies mainly due to economic coapulsiftns and

household and occupational work although the response of as many 
as 55*56 per cent showed their willingness to study further if given 
opportunity* They# however, make use of and accrue benefits from 
whatever education they have obtained in their everyday lives in a 
number of ways e*g« in the household activities by maintenance of 
household accounts, keeping environment clean and hygeinLc, reading 
books, reading and writing letters for self and others, making others 
literate and in their agriculture occupation and other allied 
occupational activity*
